In him mu the life, and the light was the light 
of men. verſe 5. dud the light ſrined in the Aarkneſſe, and the 
darkne ſt chmprebended it nice. 

In time fee thy folly, for Row, 2. makes nothing for thy 
purpoſe, I ſaid afore,to prove a naturall light, and the leatt 
child in the light of Chriſt may ſee thy lame ſhifts, and emp- 
ty wordt, and we do affirm and teach, that Chriſt is the erne 
light and rhe Goſpeſ by which all that believe come to the
